The project includes construction and operation of three non-refrigerated industrial/warehouse buildings equaling approximately 283,197
square feet, inclusive of approximately 14,000 square feet of office/mezzanine space. Associated improvements include loading docks,
truck and vehicle parking, and landscape areas. To facilitate the on-site circulation of trucks, at the request of City Planning staff, the project
would involve a Minor Adjustment for Parking Reduction to allow for the project to provide 203 parking spaces, which is 9 spaces below
code requirements. Additionally, although agricultural operations are not currently occurring on the project site, the project site is currently
enrolled under a California Land Conservation Act contract (Williamson Act contract). The project would involve the cancellation of this
contract.
